believed to be a CIA agent and de- 
scribed as a consultant. „ 

Kindschi, Clement and Lam all have 
denied any wrongdoing in their connec- 
tions with Rpnald Rewald s firm.

The suit was filed in Honolulu by 
Rewald’s own San Francisco attorney, 
Melvin Belli, in association with attor- 
netr John Hill and Daniel A. Stenson 
of San Francisco and John Yamane and 
I James Leavitt of Honolulu.

The suit says that in 
1978 the defendants devised a scheme 
to obtain funds from the public through 
Bishop Baldwin and made, authorized 
! or ratified false representations to 
! accomplish that goal. ; ' _ 

The suit said the company was oper- 
; a ted as a “racketeering influenced cor- 
i rupt organization” and thus made plain- 
tiffs eligible for triple damages under
